Tae defendant, who spent . eleven 
months in the death house at Sing Sing 
prison, took fhe news of her liberation 
without any outward show of elation. 
There was only a siight demonstration 
in ‘the courtroom when Henry P. Meyer, 
the youthful foreman of the jury, an- 
nounced in even tones the decision of 
his fellows. 

‘When word that the jurymen had 
agreed reached Supreme Court Justicé 
Isidor' Wasservogel he .ascended the 
bench at once. He announced that those 
in the courtroom were not to signify ap- 


aj Proval or disapproval of the verdict. 


‘I dcenew that I would get out,’ said 
Mrs. Buzzi, when asked to comment on 
the- verdict, ‘‘I knew that it could not be 
aifferent.”*

‘which was quickly checked. 

One by one the jurors sttboee. into the 
oaken jury ‘box and the Clerk of the 
Court put the customary Quéstion:

Buzzi was in 
the Sheriff’s office on the lower, or 
ground, ‘floor of the courthouse: She 
was summoned. to the courtroom, and 
Assistant District Atforney Albert Cohn, 
who prosecuted both trials,;-came hur- 
rying into.the court. \ — y ? 

When the decision had: been rendered, 
Mrs. Buzzi, sitting at the counsel table, 
was asked if she had made any plans 
for the future. Reports were persistent 
throughout the trial that she was finan- 
clally-destitute after her long trials and 
confinement in jail.

IRREVERENT, TOWARD LENIN 


Extracts Contained In. the Leaders’ 
Reply. Show Seriousness of Split 
That Has Appeared at/Moscow.

BERLIN, ;-Dec.  5.—Despite the iron 
Bolshevist éensorship which is prevent- 
ing ‘Trotsky’s recent book attacking 
Lenin from getting out of Russia, I 
have managed to obtain here extracts 
from this now — work, which has 
tumbled. Trotsky ‘from his proud emi- 
nence as. the most powerful of Soviet 
leaders and. deprived him of practically 
all his high posts in the Soviet Govern- 
ment. 

Some of the quotations from Trotsky’s 
book given here were contained in a 
pamphlet which has just arrived here 
from Moscow: wherein Zinovieff, Staliti | $9 
and Kameneff, Soviet leaders who felt 
themséives insulted by Trotsky’s state- 
ments, sought to refute them and “point 
out ‘that Trotsky’s work. was an out- 
rageous attack.on Lenin, whom the bulk 
of the Bolsheviki revere ab a saint 
These leaders also comp da. ‘Trotsky's 
downfall by igs a ‘‘Menshe- 
vik” —that: ts, erate: —— 
opposed. to Bolshevism—in 
the . 
seized the reins of Government. 

In the pamphlet and in speeches damn- 
ing Trotsky. made recer:tly by. the above- 
mentioned Bolshevist leaders .they cook, 
care to pick out from Trotsky’s book 
sentences indicating his riv: with 
Lenin.. For instance, to show "Row he 
was long 2 —— 3 — they 

rodu: s statement by 
RT “caine to Lenin, fighting all Pehve 
way.” 

Likewise this one: 

“To discuss now the pie gro views 
about revolution in general and the Rus- 
sian revolution in particular and to 1 
nore the experience of I917 would 
be ‘mere pedantry and. entirely. useless. 
That would not be a Marxian analysis 
of politics. It would be as if we were to 
discuss different systems of swimming 
while refusing ‘to go near the water 
where ‘those systems, might be’ practic- 
ally applied. here no better way to 
test the differing views of revolution 
than to apply them at the time of’ the 
revolution itself—exactly as a given sys- 
tem of —— — tried ‘out when 

as 


the swimmer umped into the 
water.” 


Leaders See Blow at Themselves. 


Both these quotations are from 
Trotsky’s preface, which is the part of 
his book most bitterly assailed by his |, 
fellow-leaders among the Bolsheviki. 
Trotsky then gues on—without, however, 
mentioning names—to make certain 
statements which Zinovieff and the rest 
have interpreted as direct attack? on 
themselves. .For instarce; 

“What does it méan to transform Com-

The only suggestion for additional 
legislation made by Secretary Hoover 
was that an amendment be made to Sec- 
tion 1 of the Licensing act approved 
Aug. 13, 1912, which would make more 
definite the jurisdiction of the Commerce 
Department over the operations of trans- 
mitting stations.

IN ROGERS DEATH 


Connecticut-Grand Jurors Learn 
of ‘Gray Car’ and Names of 
the Occupants. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Dec. 5.—Grand 
Jurors in North Haven who yesterday 
began a new investigation into the death 
of Charles G. Roger's, nephew of Mrs. 
Ogden M. Reid, in an automobile driven 
by Miss Marjorie Schneider gained one 
point in the announced purpose of the 
inquiry, it was made known today.

Statehood -within four years is the 
dream of Alaska, according to Scott 
Bone, Governor of the Territory, now 
here ‘on a furlough., _ : 

“Alaska is slowly getting ready for 
statehood,’® said Governor Bone at the 
National Republican Club. “‘As yet we 
suffer from a lack. of population, which 
would militate against us with Congress 
undoubtedly. There has been no ma-~ 
terial’ gain since the 1920 census, al- 
though there*has been a steady growth. 
We believe that with the development 
of Alaska'a natural resources and the 
onward march of industry there will be 
an incidental jump in_ the population 
in the next four years which may War- 
rant-a demand for statehood.” 

Six hundred thousand square miles in 
area, Alaska has only 60,090 inhabitants, 
of which one-half is made up of Indians 
and.Eskimos and one-half of whites. 

Maska, according to its Chief Bxec- 


face with serious political problems. 
One ‘is: the. enfranchisement of the 
Indians. Governor Bone believes this 
may call-for some action by Congress, 
imposing an educational test. For the 
tmhost part ‘these new voters are illit- 
erates, intellectually but poorly equipped ' 


they owners of any considerable prop- 
erty.and the white property owners in 
the. southern part, of ‘the State feel quite 
as badly about this new emancipation 
as did the Southern whites when the 
negroes were enfranchised. 


⁊ Natives Voted in Blocs. 


“This is particularly true in elections 
where questions of taxation or the choice 
of legislators are concerned,” said Gov- 
ernor Bone. ‘They are frequently voted 
in blocs by bosses of their own race 
and this is bitterly resented by persons 
whose property may be affected by 


legislation. We have a _ small, legis- 
lative body, composed of only eight 
Senators and sixteen Representatives.’* 

“The Alaskans feel that their territory, 
with its tremendous hoard of. natural: 
wealth, ha&S been the neglected step- 
child of Uncle Sam long enough, ac- 
cording to the Governor. 

“Alaska,” he said, ‘is the least un- 
derstood civilized commonwealth on the 
earth. It is not the vast upheaval of 
snow and ice that it is generally sup- 
posed to be. It has an equable climate 
and is an inhabitable and even an in- 
viting land. Its ports, with one excep- 
tion, are open all the year around, so 
that there.is constant communication 
with the outside world through Van- 
couver and Seattle.”’

In visits to hospitals 
he had saved the body of many a pa- 
tient from Potter's Field.

THE TRANSIT CHARGES. 

Judge McAvoyr’s commission . from 
the Governor to: investigate the tran- 
sit situation dirécts him to inquire into 
the charges. which the Transit Com- 
mission has brought against the 
Mayor as well as those which Mr. 
Hyrian has brought against the. com- 
mission. Tho Mayor's . complaints 
have been set out in documentary 
detail both in the resolution of the 
Board of Estimate requesting the 
removal of the Commissioners and 
in the letter to, the \Governor. of 
Tuesday in which Mr. HYLan ‘op- 
posed the investigation. While the 
complaints of the commission ‘have 
not been embodied in any * for- 
mal statement, they have been re- 
iterated through interviews. published 
in the “newspapers ahd addresses 
which the’ Commissioners: have made 
over the munictpal radio..

principles of true sportsmanship. 

The méthod used in the State of New 
Jersey is more simple than either of the 
above, i. e:, this type of weapon is pro- 
hibited unless so arranged that not more 
than two shells can be inserted in the 
gun at one time. As practically, alk 
makes of repeating shotguns can. be 
fixed so’as to comply with this ruling: 
by merely inserting a thin piece of wood 
of the proper length in the magazine, or 
by some similar simple contrivance, the 
passage of such a worthy law would en- 
tail practically no hardship to any but 
the ‘‘game hogs.”’

Horan Starts Jam. 


McNamara, the Newark veteran and 
known as the “Iron Man” of the race 
and his partner, Van Kempen, were 
leading the Caravan at the end of the 
afternoon sprints.

the lap when, in trying to pedal through

U. S. REALTY MERGER

Directors of His Company Not in 
Favor of Plan, Says Chair- 
man Black.
